The following extract from a Charge delivered to 
the Clergy of the diocese of Carlisle, by the Rev. 
William Paley, may not de without its application 
at the present day. By publishing it, you may per- 
haps correct some erroneeus impressions of scme of 
our clergy on the subject of local preaching. 

A SUBSCRIBER. 

“ But before I proceed, I would warn you, 
and that with all the solemnity that can belong 
to any admonition of mine, against rendering 
your discourse so local, as to be pointed and 


| levelled at particular persons in your congrega- 


tion. This species of address may produce in 
the party for whom it is intended, confusion, 
perhaps, and shame;—but instead of leading 
to penitence and humility, these sensations will 
be accompanied with bitter resentment against 
the preacher, and a kind of obstinate and de- 
He will 
impute your officiousness to personal enmity, 
—to party spirit—to the pleasure of triumphing 


| over an adversary without luterruption or re- 
ply,—to insult, assuming the form of advice, 


—or to any motive rather than a conscientious 


solieitude for the amendment and salvation of 


your flock. 

And as the person hiniself seldom profits by 
admonitions conveyed im this way, so are 
they equally useless, or perhaps noxious, to the 
rest of the assembly; for the moment the con- 
gregation discover to whom the chastisement 
is directed, from that moment they cease to 
apply any part of it to themselves.

It gives me much pleasure to see some ot 
your numerous correspondents devote imcreas- 
mg attention to the subject of Domestic Mis- 
sions. More powerful and systematic exer- 
tions must be made to supply the extensive 
destitute regions in tle west and south with 
the inestimable blessing of a learned and pious 
ministry What has hitherto been done, has 
only served to discover the magnifude of the 
work to be accomplished. And a cireum- 
stance peculiarly atHicting to our destitute 
congregations and feeble churches in distant 
parts ot the Union, is, that the resources of our 
most etticient Domestic Missionary Societies 
are nearly exhansted. I have in my posses- 
sion, letters, which afford melancholy evidence 
of this fact. I will give you an extract or two 
from these letters. The first is from James L 
Hill, Esq. dated Raleigh, N. C. Nov. 23,1824.
